Addressing the house tin-American 
activities commiitee, Hoover de-

ed out that only 25,000 Reds worked

Hooyer called for relentless prose- 
culfon of the Reds found violating 
the lnwa of this country. Pulting 
Amerieans on thelr guard, he sald 
the Reds were unceasing fn their 
efforts to subvert Jabor unions;

schools, and prey upon foreign lan.
